A Telegraph representative call- 
ed on the Postmaster General, Mr.

It. is really experimental in 
character. There is no obligation 
for anyone to obtain these certi- 
ficates, but the benefits and eafe- 
guards offered by the proposed 
system are manifest and it is 
boped that this will ba ganerally 
realised. : 


The system offers special ad- 
vartages to two classes. of the 
public who receive registered or 
insured mail or parcels. namely 
the Chinese and the big European 
stores. In the case of the former 
the procedure has been thet all 
registered “or insaced$ matter 
aidressed fo Chinese hes only 
been delivered on the addressee 
using, in addition to his signature, 
the “chop” of an accredited firm 
This practice has been a protec: 
tion for the Chinese themeslves. 
Tt. is practically impossible to 
recognise a Chinese signa'ure 
owing to the similarity in the 
writing of the characters, and 
so the element. ° of 
successful fraud was very 
great without a precaution of this 
character. Theeducated Chinese 
have objected to what they consi- 
dered a form of discrimination, & 
badge as it were of ‘servitude,’ 
represented by thé compulsory 

se of a “chop”; and on the 
other band difficultjes have arisen 
in the case of prominehbt Chinese 
residents who, have no “chop” 
to use. Afte? consultation with

Admiralty to Find £230,000 
ear... 


A highly. important develop- 
ment haa recently taker place i in 
the airship controversy, writes the 
nautical correspondent of 
Pines. This ix the decision- which 
has been made by the Admiralty 
to find out of its own Estimates 
tha £230,000 required annually as 
a subsidy tosupport the scheme 
for tha development of a com- 
mercial airship service to the 
East and the Antipodes. Tho 
decision is at present under 


review by the Treasury, by whom |‘ 


objection is taken to it on the 
ground that direct dealings by « 
Government Department with a- 
commercial organization are bon- 
trary to accepted practice and 
not desirable. 

The scheme in question is the 
one drawn up by Commander 
Dannia Barney, M.P,, which bas 
already been submitted to many 
committees of experts and to a 


sub-committee of the Committe } . 


of Imperial Defence. - 

The action of the Admiralty is 
bound to expedite matters so far 
as airship enterprise generally is 
concerned, and at thea saame time 
it is practically certain to settle 
once for all the vexed question of 
whether that Department or the 
Air Ministry is to control our air- 
ships when we get them. Tho 
stronger claim “lies with the 
Admiralty, if for no other 
reason than that it is tha 
Admiralty which has the money 
to spend. Its datermination to 
have airships in any case is well 
The Navy, in fact, is 
willing to forgo a certain number 
of new cruisers to that end. 

STRATEGIC VALUE. 

Te putalump sum of money 
into a commercis] concern and 
secure an interest therein, which 
would mean thatin time of war 
the Navy would be entitled to 
mobilize the airships for its owa 
uses, would 
prosess more economical than 
that of-building airships for ‘itself 
and being saddled with the 
maintenance and repair of them. 

the range of operation from 
its base of an airship,-as hes al- 
ready often been explained, is 
vastly greater than that of a 
cruiser, and the strategic value of 
the aircraft over the seacraft is 
superior in that proportion, 

The development of our airship 
indust:y, which now only depends. 
ona Treasury decision in a mat- 
ter of policy, is of twofold import- 
ance. It spells employment fora 
great numbar of skilled craftsmen 
and highty qualified engineers, 
and the development of now 
markets abroad. Following upon 
an exhaustive inquiry into the 
possibilities of developing an air- 
ship service between Spain and 
South America, a report has been 
drawnup highly favourable, under 
certain conditions, to the project., 

From this report it appears that 
there is a-genuine desire on the 
part of the Spanish company con- 
cerned, and also of the Zeppelin 
Company, to have some of tha 
airahips built in Britain. It is 
realized by the firm that there is 


/bat a small possibility, however, 


of building in Germany, and na- 
gotiations have been opened with 
Commander. Bumey with a view 
to the construction of the dirigi- 
bles here.” The value of securing 
soch « contract as that here re- 
presented is considerable, for the 
ships would be built to Zeppelin 
design uader Zeppelin - and 
Spanish inspection, and a useful 
insight into German methods and 
design would be obtained.

other nations in this new “ dis- 
armament" mode, and it seems 
that there is going to ba economy 
all round. So far so good. Those 
nations who’ suffered so much in 
the Great War—Britain among 
them—-undoubtedly need to save 
as much money as they can, and 
if the thrift campaign includes a 
cut in the normal expenditure on 
armaments it is matter for joy. 
However, wa ate cynical enough 
.to view, these naval economiey 


withont the’enthusiasm that is 
possibly expected by the ad- 
vocates of universal peace. The 
reason is a simple one—we fail 
to seo that any definite step 
towarda disarmament is , being 
taken. Obsolete warships are 
teing scrapped, and, though 
fewor capital sbips are being 
built, these, are hating “the 
lessons-of Jutland" embodied in 
them, so that the relative strongth 
of the hattlefleet units remains 
almost the same as previously. 
Still, we sbould ‘ba thankful if 
there is at least a pause in the 
med scramble to build, build: and 
build, if possible bigger and better 
ships than. anybody else, that 
was the order of the day with 
mest of the Powers a few years 
aco, There still remains the 
reward of inventive genius—new 
forms of guns aid torpedoes, or 
shells and other explosives, that 
could render ‘one fighting ship, 
whatever its tonnage, the equal of 
two rivals not similarly armed. 
With all the big naval Powera 
keeping to the programme of the 
Washington Conference we shall 
possibly have more money avail- 
able for purposes other than 
war, but we shall not he 
doing away with our powerful 
navy altogethér, and wo shall 
be able to undertake a naval 
campaign again if need be,. So 
with all-tbe nations. The point

The Water Supply. 


The wisdom of the authorities 


in having restricted the supply of 


water for some months past is 
now becoming apparent, for, 
despite the fact that one week of 
March has gone. we are alill 
anxiously waiting for the much- 
needed “rains. One. thing is 


on March Ist. the Hongkong 
reservoirs contained about a four 
months’ supply, that is reckoning 
on: the present basis of consump- 
tion. There is more water in the 
Tytam reservoir now ‘ban there 
was at this time last year, brt 
there are other. reservoirs in 
Hongkong in which thatis not the 
case, Tytam Byewash,forexample, 
being quiteempty. So faras Kow- 
loon is concerned, the supply there 
ig also dwindling, the figure being 
181 asagainst 197 million gallons 
last year. So it looks as though 
it might soon be advisable to 
restrict supplies there as well. 
How short we are of rain may be 
seen from the fact that the total 
fell for the firet two months of 
he year has only been 0.53-inch, 
as compared with 8.15 inches for 
the same period Inst year. The 
situation ia still quite serious 
enough, acd we can only hope 
that the public is taking every 
care ta prevent.wastage of our 
most necessary commodity. 


Chaotic China.. 

The situation in China appears 
to be going from bad to worse.
